CLASS  HISTORY

So  now  we  pause,  to  review  the  memories  of  our  cherished  days  at  J.D.

Grayson . 

In  our  fourth  year  owing  to  an  old  educational  custom  we  became  Juniors  and  our  pro¬ 
motion  increased  out  of  all  due  proportion. 

This  was  a  year  of  hard  work,  and  the  dreaded  ordeal  of  examinations.  Also,  so  very 
special  to  us  was  giving  the  Junior -Senior  Prom.  Which  everyone  enjoyed.  We  were 
proud.  Our  class  officers  were:  Paula  Fincham,  President,  Udon  Cheek,  Secretary, 
Levi  Thomas,  Chaplain,  and  Wade  Gaskins,  Treasurer. 

Now  we  come  to  the  fifth  and  g  reatest  year  in  the  history  of  our  class  our  Senior  year. 
To  head  our  class,  our  officers  are:  Paula  Fincham,  President,  Hazel  Porter,  Secre¬ 
tary,  and  Marshall  Sprow,  Treasurer.  Our  action  was  more  rapid  and  more  compli¬ 
cated  than  the  preceding  years .  We  were  honored  to  have,  Hazel  Porter,  a  senior, 
represent  the  Senior  High  School  as  Miss  Homecoming  of  "1964-65."  Our  hearts  grow 
weak  as  the  year  closes  on  us . 

At  last,  the  fatal  hour  arrives,  and  final  examinations  come  before  us.  The  attack  of 
us  was  brave  and  well  organized.  The  result  of  concentration  is  apparent. 

To  a  man  --  and  a  woman  we  the  class  of  1965  emerge  victorious. 

It  may  bb  that  we  have  erred  on  the  side  of  restraint  in  writing  this  history.  So  we 
take  the  opportunity  to  say  now,  that  in  our  far  from  humble  opinion  the  class  of  1965 
is  the  best  all  around  class  of  any  known  to  the  history  of  Jennie  Dean  and  we  hope  we 
will  always  be  remembered  by  the  faculty  and  our  under  classmates  as  "that  wonderful 
class  of  1965.”
